several victims.

accidents, a sentiment was developet 
in the community wilh the idea o: 
establishing "Safety First" in this 
sport as well as any other. 
Accord 


ingly, a number of our leading citi 
zens, with the aid of the Common 
Council, undeitok a plan to insure 
a. degree of satety for those who en- 
joy bathing. 
In June, 1913, the actual work 


upon a. municipal swimming pool was 
commenced with Mr. John B. Arpin, 
Mr L. A. Deguere and Mr. George W. 
Mead as commissioners. 
The Coun- 


cil voted One Thousand dollars for 
the work, if the commission could 
raise two thousand. 
The financial 


campaign -'.is carried on by Mr. M 
N. Weeks, and the public was solicit- 
ed for subscriptions which amounted 
11- $5,47S.'.i7. 


Mr. L. A. Deguere drew the plain 


for tlie swimming pool, which is two 
hundred and seventy-five feet long 
and one hundred feet wide. 
It is 


built ot coiicrele, and the water is 
conducted from Ihe dam mlo the 
pool in two eight inch pipes. 
It 


flows, a constant stream over a long 
slide built for the arausqlinent of 
children, through the pool, and out 
two gates at the south end. 
In this 


way the water is kept comparatively 
fresh and clean all the time. 
These 


gates are constructed that in an em- 
ergency they may be opened and the 
pool drained Instantly. 
' 
The pool is divided into compart- 


ments, the water varying in deplh 
from eighteen inches to six feet. Lit- 
tle children may play in saftey 
f~ 


Ihe shallow waler, and young swim 
mers and those more expert may en 
joy the sport without fear, for i 
guard is in constanl attendance.

There has been much discussion In 


medical literature as to the occasional 
poisonous effects ot oil of clienopodl- 
um, or oil of wormseed, which is usod 
in tho treatment of hookworm and of 
roundworm. 'Some experiments to de- 
termine accurately the resistance ot 
various animals to such effects havo 
recently been reported by Messrs W. 
Salant and B. K. Nelson. The toxicity 
of this substance was found to bo dis- 
tinctly increased in starvation and de- 
creased by feeding a rich carbohydrate 
diet 
Cumulative effects were ob- 


served in different animals. Circular 
tion and respiration were depressed. 
The writers conclude that oil of cho- 
nopodlum should bo given with great 
care, as it is poisonous oven in small 
doses.—Scientific American.

In different animals. Clrculo- 


lon and respiration wero depresucd. 
The writers concludo that oil of cho- 
nopodlum should bo given with great 
care, as It Is poisonous oven in small 
doses.—Scientific American.

WOULD NEED 294 SUBMARINES 


Germans Would Require That Num- 


ber to 
Effectually 
Blockade 


All British Ports. 


Assuming that the German subma- 


rines are based at Zeebrugge, the time 
required for the passage to and from 
blockading stations off the ports of 
Great Britain would be about four 
days 
The average time necessary for 


overhauling at the base between trips 
may be estimated at six days, and the 
time which may be spent at sea be- 
tween visits to the base cannot well 
exceed twenty days. Consequently it 
•would be impracticable to maintain 
more than about half of the total force 
of submarines on blockading stations. 


There are forty-nine ports on the 


coasts of 
England, Scotland, 
and 


Wales which It would be necessary for 
the German submarines to blockade If 
all supplies are to be cut off. 


An effective blockade of any port 


could scarcely be maintained In the 
face of defensive operations, which 
must be expected, with less than three 
submarines and double that number 
would be none too many. 
If the min- 


imum number of three boats be al- 
lowed for each port, the Germans 
would require at least 147 constantly 
on station to close all the ports ot 
Great Britain; that is, allowing for tbe 
necessary passage time to and from 
tho bas' and the essen.ial overhaul- 
ing period, the total force should be 
294 submarines.—World's Work. 


Del Rio was born in Madrid, Kovsmber 10, 1764, 


and graduated from the University of Alca a de 
Henares in 1780. On account of his extraordinary 
aptitude in the natural sciences, and particularly 


hemistry, be was pensioned and sent by the 


ment to study In Germany, France, and Ens- 


land 
He spent about twelve years in those coun- 


tries principally m the study of mineralogy and 
mining and was associated with the leading scien- 
tists among others Lavoisier. After his return to 
Spain ha was named, in 1734, by royal order as 
one of the group of professors to establish the 
Royal School of -Mines in Mexico City. The royal 
order named Del Rio as professor of chemistry, 
but on his request this was changed to mineralogy. 
The school was opened In April, 1795 
In 1820 Del 


Rio was sent as deputy 'to the Spanish Cortes, 
where ha championed the cause of Mexican inde- 
pendence. He returned to Mexico in 1824, but in 
1629 on the expulsion of the Spaniards he went to 
the United States. He afterwards returned, and 
died in the City of Mexico on May 23, 1849 
Tha

In 1801 Prof. Del Rio in examining some brown 


lead ores from the mines of Zimapan, in what is 
low the state of Hidalgo, believed that he had (lis- 
overed a new element different from chromium 
and uranium and this he named erithronium. It 
was in reality what we now know as vanadium. 
Tbe discovery was a genuine one, and had the 
matter rested there the name that Del Rio gave 
he new element would have been its name now, 
ind he would have been tbe undisputed discoverer 
..hereof 
But unfortunately the Mexican professor 


was a little too much under tha glamour of the 
French school, and so when Collet Descostils pub- 
ished an article in which he stated that Del Rio s 
erithronium was nothing more than impure chro- 
mium Del R1<S accepted tbe French professors . 
judgment and in the Anales de Clenclas Naturales 
of Madrid In 1S04 disavowed his former claim of 
discovery and stated that the substance was a 
lead chromate. Del Rio had been right and the 
French school wrong, for the element does not 
even belong In the chromium group 
So the mat- 


ter rested until in 1830 the Swedish scientist, N. 
Q Sefstroem, rediscovered the element among 
the slags of the Taberg iron ores and named It 
vanadium which name it still bears 
It is some- 


times stated that the name chosen by Sefstroem 
was In honor of the Scandinavian goddess Vana- 
dis 
This is not strictly correct. In the Norse 


mythology the gods were divided Into two 
stocks. Aesir and Vanir, or Asa and Vana. NJoerd, 
Frey and Freyja were of the stock Vanir, hence 
Vanadis. The word may be taken as the sur- 
name of a number of gods and goddesses, al- 
though perhaps most often used in connection 
with Freyja, the Norse Venus. 


Neither Del Rio nor Sefstroem, nor later Ber- 


zelius obtained tha pure element, although Ber- 
zellus'published what be thought to be its atomic 
weight. 137 and the formlae for Its oxides. The 
English chemist, Sir Henry E. Roscoe. in 186S 
demonstrated that Berzeltus was incorrect; that 
he and other prior investigators had dealt with 
nitrides or oxides of the element; and that In- 
stead of belonging to the chromium group of 
elements vanadium should be placed In the group 
with arsenic and phosphorus. 


Vanadium is a silver-white metal and readily 


oxidized 
It has an atomic weight of 512, is 


nonmagnetic, has a very high electrical resis- 
thlty and melts at about 1,680 degress C. 
It 


s one of the most difficultly reduce.d and hardest 
of the metallic elements. Fortunately for its use 
in the arts, It is not necessary to reduce the 
metal to its pure state. Such, a reduction would 
be too costly 
It can be reduced, however, quite 


easily as an alloy, particularly as an alloy of 
iron 
ferrovanadium, containing 
approximately 


one'part of vanadium and two parts of Iron. 
Again fortunately, this alloy has a melting point 
1 300 degree C to 1,340 degrees C., sufficiently low 
to further alloy with molten steel, which would 
be difficult in the pure vanadium having a melt- 
Ing point over 300 degrees C. higher. 


Vanadium Is one of the most widely dissemi- 


nated of all the elements, although commercially 
available deposits are comparatively rare.

In clays and shales, 
and in the ashes of plants. In addition to Mex- 
ico where it was first discovered, vanadium has 
been found in Colorado, Utah, Oklahoma, Ne- 
vada New Mexico, and other parts of the United 
States; in Peru, Sweden, Australia, Spain, Eng- 
land, Turkestan, Chili and Argentina.

The principal and almost the only commercial 


source of supply of vanadium at present is from 
Peru. 


There are numbers of asphaltite deposits In 


Peru, among the best known of which are those 
of Yaull 
When burned, the ash from these de- 


posits yields 24 to 40 per cent vanadium oxide. 
Other mines are located at Matucan and Casapal- 
ca, on the Central railroad of Peru near Callao, 
at Huari, and at Huancayo, but the greatest of 
all deposits, as now known and worked, are at 
Mmas Ragra. 


The Ragra mines are about fifty miles from 


tie celebrated Cerro de Pasco copper mines and 
are in the same mining district.

had been frequently denounced and again aban- 
doned, as coal mines 
The fuel was of so poor 


a quality as to be hardly worth the mining. 
Some years ago on the abandonment by C Weiss 
& Co "of Lima, Senor Eulogio E Fernandinl, who 
was engaged in mining at Cerro de Pasco and 
who owned the Quisque hacienda, about six 
miles from Minas Ragra, denounced the mines 
anew. Senor Fernandinl had a new process for 
making coke In which he proposed to use the 
output of Minas Ragra. 
Senor Antenor Rizo 


Patron was the technical director of the Fernan- 
dlni works, and on his attention being directed 
to a mass of black mineral which, accompanied 
the coal he became interested and made a chem- 
ical analysis. 
He thereby discovered that it 


contained vanadium in a greater proportion than 
any of the theretofore known oree of this metal. 
The material looks like a slaty coal, is very hard, 
with 30 per cent or more free sulphur, 14 per 
cent silica, 4 per cent iron sulphide, and about 
1% per cent each nickel and molybdenum sul- 
phides, and about 40 per cent vanadium sulphide. 
After burning out the free sulphur the ore con- 
tains about 52 per cent vanadium oxide. 


The distinguished Peruvian scientist, Senor 


Jose J. Bravo, made a very thorough examination 
of the locality and published the results in a 
bulletin of the Society of Engineers. 
The sul- 


phide of vanadium, not having been theretofore 
known as a natural product, was named rizo- 
patronite by Senor Bravo in honor of the original 
discoverer of the mineral. 
This' name it still 


bears, although ordinarily shortened to patronite. 
Hizo-patronlte, according to Senor Bravo, appears 
in the form of a compact mass, dark In color 
and some two meters thick (about 6 feet 6 
Inches), and In his opinion Is disseminated over 
a large extent of country around Minas Ragra. 
The earth surrounding the rlzo-patronlte veins 
Is highly Impregnated with vanadium solutions, 
and In small catch bastes this impregnated earth 
Is being extensively worked. 


Until the recent development of vanadium m 


the steel Industry Its commercial use was more 
or less confined to Ink making and coloring 
fabrics and leather. The Ink is made of a mix- 
ture of neutral solution, of ammonium vanadate, 
gum water, and a solution of gallic acid. This 
ink Is not destroyed by adds or alkalines, nor 
can {t be bleached out wljh chloride. The Ink, 
however, is not very permanent. It dyeing- fab- 
rics vanadium chlorides combined with anallne 
hydrochloride form a brilliant and permanent 
black. In coloring leather a 1 per cent solution 
of neutral ammonium vanadate is used with 
leather whicn has been tanned with nutgalL 


The first recorded use of vanadium In steel 


was In 1896, In France, in the production of ar- 
mor plates. Tests of. theses showed that they

The alloy, ferrovanadium, is introduced into 


the steel by a very simple process. In the cruci- 
ble process tbe alloys are broken into small bits 
and put into the charge with the second addition 
of the manganese. In the acid open-hearth proc- 
ess the alloy in larger pieces is dropped into tho 
bath when the flame has been blanketed. In the 
basic open-hearth practice the alloy, broken small, 
is run through a spout that empties into the ladla 
in which the molten steel is being poured. A 
similar method is followed In the Bessemer and 
Tropenas practice and also in the cupola process 
for cast iron. In the latter, the alloy Is crushed 
quite fine. 


It is claimed that vanadium increases largely 


the resistance of metals to vibratory disintegra- 
tion, that the steel is stronger and tougher and 
tempers more uniformly and to a greater depth 
than steel without vanadium. One of the prin- 
cipal advantages in the use of vanadium steel In 
the future will no doubt be that it will enable the 
steel man to reduce weight in such constructions 
as locomotives, cars, machinery, etc, through the 
use of a smaller amount o£ the stronger and 
tougher stee' 
The question of weight has be- 


come serious not only in locomotives but in other 
forms of machinery. Another great economy 
claimed for vanadium steel is its greater dura- 
bility. If this can be established, it would of 
itself more than Justify Its more extensive use.

Touol and benzol are of vital im-

They form the "mother" substance 
from which nnlllnc dyes are made, 
and are at the same time indispens- 
able ingredients of the high explo- 
sives used In modern warfare. 


To understand what is being done 


by the new process it is hrst neces- 
sary to know of some of the qualities 
of that group of substances known 
as hydrocarbons. A hydrocarbon, as 
its name indicates, Ls u combination 
there i.s usually nitrogen, oxygen, 
sulphur or other chemical elements 
in small (inanities which are removed 
in tho process of relining. The range 
of substances procured by different 
combinations of these two elements 
is probably the widest to be found 
in the whole range of natuial pro- 
ducts. 
There are about 200 hydro- 


carbon pioducts, many of them in- 
dispensable adjuncts to our everyday 
life. 
Crude oil, petroleum, which Is 


the source from which most of these 
products are derived, is simply a 
mixture of many hydrocarbons, that 
may be separated from each other 
without chemical action by tho pro- 
cess of distillation. Gasoline, illum- 
inating oil and lubricating oil, for 
example are all present In crude 
oil, being mixed together much as 
diffeient kinds of grain must be mix- 
ed.—Baltimore Sun.

a mother wood duck just alighting. 
There was a little one by her side, 
but I could not see how it got there. 
In a moment the old duck rose, cir- 
cled a few times to gain altitude, and 
made direct for a hole in an old dead 
tree a few rods away. The hole was 
at least sixty feet from the ground. 
The duck squeezed her body thru 
the opening and disappeaied. 
She 


came back in a few minutes with a 
duckling In her mouth'. 
After rest- 


ing a moment she came sailing down 
and placed this baby beside the first. 
One after another she carried down 
the entire brood of eleven of little 
yellow and black fluffy balls. 
They 


flapped their tiny wings and fluttered 
in the water as if that were not the 
first time they had ever been, in 


The mother duck returned once 


more to the tree to make sure that 
she had not overlooked one, came 
back, placed herself at the head of 
the procession, called softly to her 
babies and swam away, followed by 
the entire family in single Die.

Frank, serving a life term for the 
murder of Mary Phagan, the Atlanta 
factory gjrl, was taken from the pris- 
on at Mllledgevilie last night and 
lynched two miles east of here' to- 
day by an armed party. 
He was 


hanged to a tree. 


News that tho body had been found 


spread rapidly and within a short 
ime hundreds of persons were crowd- 
ng to the scene. No immediate effort 
was made to cut tho body down as 
Sheriff Hicks was not in town and 
he coroner took no action. 


Frank was biought 100 miles from 


the prison farm to a' point almost 
within sight of the foimer home of 
Mary Phagan. 
No shots were Bred. 


Frank's body, barefooted and clad 


only in prison trousers and shirt, 
was found at 8:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 
It is believed that he was lynch- 


ed about midnight. 


Several automobiles, well loaded, 


left here in the direction of Milledge- 
ville Monday night. After the return 
of some of the machines today offi- 
cers started out on the road which 
they believed the automobiles had 
traveled. 
They had gone only two 


miles when they saw the body of 
Franks not moie than 150 yards from 
the roadside. 


The party that hanged Franks was 


well organized and went to the Mil- 
lodgeville prison in automobiles. The 
party arrived in the vicinity of the 
prison unnoticed and proceded meth- 
odically to business. 
All means of 


wire communication were destroyed, 
so that there was no iterruption to 
the work. The prison officials made 
little or no resistance to the mob, 
and everything was carried off with- 
out a hitch. 


It is said that the state authorities 


of Georgia are going to bring the 
members of the mob to justice to 
answer for the crime.

quires as the price for the cure ot 
consumption, our hero slipped iutu 
the aimless existence of ono whose 
main purpose in life had been shifted 
to a new necessity that he was un- 
prepared for. 


Without friends and a clearly cut 


out job in his new home, he sought 
friends and entertainment 
among 


people to whom he needed no intro- 
duct'on. 
The result was natural, 


and to this young man, perhaps In- 
evitable. Drink and the diseases of 
vagabondage got a grip on him much 
more serious than did his early tu- 
berculosis. How good his chances of 
recovery from the latter alone were, 
is indicated by the fact that twelve 
years were required to kill him by 
the combination of evils grafted on 
his original tuberculosis infection. 


I knew this young man before ho 


had tuberculosis and again after his 
life had been wrecked. There is no 
tragedy in his death. The climax in 
his life was reached and passed when 
he surrendered to loose living and 
quit fighting—quit playing the game. 
The depressing consideration is that 
he dragged along after ho had be- 
come useless and that in those twel- 
ve years of his Illness he doubtless 
sowed the seed of much disease 
among his fellows. 


People who see In the tuberculosis 


problem only the premature death 
of youug adults, see tragedy enough 
God knows! 
But back of all that 


those whose lives are spent In the re- 
lief, cure and prevention of the dis- 
ease sije too many 'living human 
hulks from which the real men and 
real women have long since departed.

LEO M, FRANK IS 


HANGED BY A MOB 


Marietta, Ga., Aug. 17.—Leo M. 


Frank, serving a. life term for the 
murder of Mary Phagan. the Atlanta 
factory girl, was taken from the pris- 
on at Milledgeville last night and 
lynched two miles east of here to- 
day by an armed party. 
He was 


hanged to a tree. 


News that the body had been found 


spread rapidly and within a short 
time hundreds of persons were crowd- 
ing to the scene. No immediate effort 
was made to cut the body down as 
Sheriff liicks was not in town and 
the coroner took no action. 


Frank was brought 100 miles from 


the prison farm to a. point almost 
within sight of the former home of 
Mary Pliagan. 
No shots were lired. 


Frank's body, barefooted and claa 


only in prison trousers and 
shirt, 


was found at 8:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing. It Is believed that he was lynch- 
ed about midnight. 


Several automobiles, well loaded, 


left here in the direction of Milledge- 
ville Monday night. After the return 
of some of the machines today offi- 
cers started out on the road which 
they believed the automobiles had 
traveled. 
They had gone only two 


miles when they saw the body of 
Franks not more than 150 yards from 
the roadside. 


The party that hanged Franks was 


well organized and went to the Mil- 
ledgeville prison in automobiles. The 
party arrived in the vicinity of th 
prison unnoticed and preceded meth 
odically to business. 
All means o 


wire communication were destroyed 
so that there was no iterruptlon to 
the work. 
The prison officials made 


little or no resistance to the mob 
and everything was carried off with 
out a hitch. 


It is said that the state authorities 


of Georgia are going to bring the 
members of the mob to justice to 
answer for the crime.

With an overabundance of time 


on his hands and an underabundanco 
of understanding of what Nature re- 
quires as the price for the cure or 
consumption, our hero slipped into 
the aimless existence of one whoso 
main purpose in life had been shifted 
to a new necessity that he was un- 
prepared for. 


Without friends and a clearly cut 


out job in his new home, he sought 
friends 
and 
entertainment 
among 


people to whom he needed no intro- 
duct'on. 
The result was 
natural, 


and to this young man, perhaps in- 
evitable. 
Drink and the diseases of 


vagabondage got a grip on him much 
more serious than did his early tu- 
berculosis. 
How good his chances of 


recovery from the latter alone wen. 
is indicated by the fact that twelv 
years were required to kill him b 
,he combination of evils grafted on 
his original tuberculosis infection. 


I knew this young man before ho 


had tuberculosis and again after hi 
life had been wrecked. There Is no 
tragedy in his death. 
The climax in 


his life was reached and passed when 
he surrendered to loose living anc 
quit lighting—quit playing the game 
The depressing consideration is tha^ 
he dragged along after ho had be- 
come useless and that in those twel- 
ve years of his Illness he doubtless 
sowed 
the 
seed 
of much disease 


among his fellows. 


People who see in the tuberculosis 


problem only the premature dea.th 
of young adults, see tragedy enough, 
God knows.1 
But back of all that,

fourteen and injured fourteen civil- 
ians in England, which lasted from 
8 30 o'clock Monday evening until 
12 30 o'clock Tuesday morning, the 
Germans lost one ot their airships. It 
Is believed four or five big Zeppelins 
took part In the raid 
One of them 


was attacked by gunfire on Its way 
home and so seriously damaged that 
it fell into the sea. 
It was towed to 


Ostcnd. a Belgian port held by Ger- 
mans, but there was attacked by al- 
lied aviators from Dunkirk, who are 
reported to havo blown it to 
frag- 


ments. 


The weather was bad when the Ger- 


man air squadron raided the east 
coast, but this did not seem to Inter- 
fere with the flight of the. Invaders 
A storm succeeded the thick weather, 
a fact that alleviated the anxiety of 
Uritons, who heard the report that 
flve more Zeppelins had passed Vlio- 
land In a flight toward Scotland. Nov- 
ertheles many were frightened In con- 
sequence of the success ol the raid 
ot Monday night, which is described 
in an official report issued by the ad- 
miralty. 


How many German aircraft partici- 


pated is not revealed by the British 
admiralty, but from the fact that the 
eipression "air squadron" Is used In 
the official report It appears probable 
the raid was the greatest since tho be- 
ginning of hostilities.
